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Dear Friends: 


1971-72 at Juniata was exciting and promising. It was the year of initial 
implementation of the College’s new liberal arts curriculum. This new 
program places strong emphasis upon the freedom and responsibility of 
each student. It is aimed at assisting each student to achieve, according 
to his interests and aspirations, a solid grasp of a particular area of study. 
At the same time it seeks to help each student in developing habits of 
mind which will serve him well in every aspect of life, not alone in his 
profession. 

The new program is value-centered. Newly developed general 
education courses enable students to develop a mental perspective which 
cannot be achieved in specialized or narrowly defined courses. This is 
accomplished by raising fundamental questions regarding the whole of 
knowledge and of values which are not in the province of any single 
discipline. Fundamental to the entire experience is the principle of 
freedom. We acknowledge anew that for full growth of the human mind 
and spirit there must be freedom of inquiry, freedom of access to ideas, 
and freedom to exercise critical judgment. 

In June, 1972, we received a most helpful confirmation of the creativity 
and the worth of that which the faculty had accomplished in designing the 
new program, The National Endowment for the Humanities extended to 
the College a grant of $200,145 in support of Juniata’s innovative 
approaches to liberal education. Added funds are anticipated on a 
matching basis. These grants are an endorsement of our stress on human 
values and on personalized education. These are still possible at Juniata 
where teaching and learning are our central concerns. 

In May, 1972, the Trustees approved a new administrative organization. 
Primary to this new organization was the creation of the new office of 
Provost to which Dr. Wilfred G. Norris was appointed. Under this new plan 
all student and faculty concerns are being brought together in an integrated 
approach to the life of the campus community and to the totality of the 
educational experience. 

Thanks to the faithful support of our constituents, excellent progress 
has been experienced in the Margin of Difference—our program for capital 
funds—and in our Annual Support Fund which provides direct support for 
the educational program. The pages that follow tell a story of generous 
concern for Juniata’s future benefit to new generations of students and to 
our free society. 

All signs point to successful completion of Phases | and |! of the 
Margin of Difference by late 1972. In the period 1968-72 $5.3 million will 
have been raised for the endowment fund, for Ellis Hall, and for general 
educational advance. This opens the way for Juniata’s Centennial Fund 
which will be aimed during 1973-76 at preparing the College for her second 
century. The Annual Support Fund is a notable success story with ever 
widening alumni participation. This fund has grown from $115,000 in 
1969-70, its first year, to $125,000 in 1970-71, and to $130,000 in 1971-72. 
These results have been especially meaningful in these times of financial 
stringency in higher education. They are meaningful, too, in that they have 
been made possible by a remarkable growth in alumni response with 35% in 
1968-69, 40% in 1969-70, 43% in 1970-71, and 45% in 1971-72. 

We are thankful to all who make Juniata possible—students, faculty, 
alumni, parents, trustees, and other generous friends. Selflessness and 
dedication continue to be the marks of Juniata loyalists.

Every graduate of Juniata under the new 
educational program will have had at 
several points in his educational career 
fairly rigorous experiences in grappling 
with intellectual, aesthetic and ethical 
issues. In this respect the faculty and 
administration see the new curriculum 
as having strengthened the school’s 
liberal arts credentials. In addition the 
present program allows each student to 
avail himself of Juniata’s traditional 
strength in the various academic 
departments and to use these strengths 
to design a personalized, less traditional 


education. 





Juniata’s faculty have accepted the 
premise that a liberal arts education 
should produce students who have 
learned to be reflective, who have 
learned to interpret for themselves the 
phenomena which touch their lives, 
and who make decisions based 

upon reflection and interpretation. The 
new Curriculum therefore places the 
responsibility for education squarely on 
the student’s shoulders, beginning in 


the freshman year. 





Although the student has the final say 

in designing his education, he is not 
thrown only on his own resources in 
making his decisions. On the contrary, 
Juniata’s provisions for academic 
counseling are extraordinary. Before 

he has been on the campus a week each 
freshman will consult at least one 
professor who will know him personally 
and appreciate his goals, a professor 
whose teaching load includes time for 
advising him. By the end of his first year 
each freshman has two advisors and will 
reap the advantages of the dual-advisor 
plan which, at least for the present, is 


unique. 





Juntata’s previous educational Program, 
in common with most other colleges, 
encouraged students to see the various 
disciplines as isolated from each other 
both physically and intellectually. Under 
the new curriculum the large number of 
courses being taught by two or more 
instructors from different disciplines, as 
well as the fundamental nature of the 
student-designed Program of Emphasis, 
has begun to erode the historic 


departmental walls.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


The College awards each year a number of scholarships to aid stu- 
dents of superior academic attainment towards graduation. A number 
of scholarships have been established by alumni and friends of the 
College through funds contributed for that purpose, 


Alumni Scholarships (1949). The 
Alumni Fund provides $1,200 far 
scholarships. An award is made an- 
nually to a promising entering stu- 
dent and distributed to the student 
in equal parts over a four year 
period, 


The Jennie C. and Francis Baker 
Scholarship (1946). Children of the 
late Francis Baker and Jennie C. 
Boker of Everett, Pa., are praviding 
a scholarship fund of $108,206, the 
incame of which is used to assist 
worthy young people at Juniata 
Callege. Preference is given to resi- 
dents of Bedford County. 


The Bethany Brethren Hospital 
Nursing Education Scholarship 
(1959). Bethany Brethren Hospital, 
Chicago, makes available each year 
a tuition scholarship of $500 to a 
student who is entering the nursing 
profession. This is awarded on the 
basis of general aptitude and finan- 
cial need. 


Professor Jacob H. Brumbaugh 
Scholarship in Chemistry (1937). As 
a memorial to the late Professor 
Jacob H. Brumbaugh, teacher 1877- 
1924, Principal 1879-1881 and 
1883-1893, Trustee 1884-1934, his 
son, the late Professor Norman J. 
Brumbaugh, established a fund to 
gid students majoring in chemistry 
who have completed the preceding 
year’s work with distinction. 


The Norman J. Brumbaugh Chemis- 
try Scholarship (1954). In order to 
honor the memory of the late Pro- 
fessor Norman J. Brumbaugh, his 
former students, together with oth- 
er friends, established a scholarship 
fund of $6,918, the income of 
which is to be used to assist stu- 
dents who are majoring in chemis- 
try.

Contributed by the 
late Mrs. Anna T. Fletcher of Wash- 
ington, D. C., in memory of her 
mother, Mary Eliza Steele Buckley, 
this fund provides for a scholarship 
of $150 each year to a student 
selected by the President of the 
Callege. 


The Philip Cabot Scholarship (1936). 
Through the generosity of the late 
Professor Philip Cabot of Harvard 
University, the College awards an- 
nually a scholarship of $50 to a 
graduate of some recognized sec- 
andary school, whose qualifications 
give promise of superior college 
achievement. 


The Charles J. Cherry Memorial 
Scholarship (1956), A fund of $4,- 
480 established in memory of the 
late Charles J. Cherry, of Lewis- 
town, Pa., by his widow and son 
pravides a scholarship for a student 
from the Middle District of Penn- 
sylvania of the Church of the 
Brethren. 


Cresswell-Shellenberger Scholarship 
Fund (1971). Through a bequest the 
late John E. and Beulah Cresswell 
Shellenberger ‘19 provided over 
$41,000 for endowed schalarships., 
In awarding these scholarships, pref- 


erence is to be given to students 
majoring in science. 


The Charles C. Ellis Memorial Schol- 
arships (1951). A fund of $23,304 
was established by the friends and 
dumni of Juniata College as a 
memorial to the late Dr. Charles C, 
Ellis, who had served the College 
ds teacher, Vice-President, Presi- 
dent, President Emeritus, and Trust- 
ee fram 1894 until his deoth in 
1950. Awarded ta students who 
have demonstrated unusual com- 
petence in scholorship and good 
citizenship irrespective of need. 


The J. Walter Englar Fund (1937). 
By the will of the late J. Walter 
Englar of New Windsor, Md., the 
income from the $26,744 residue 
of his estate is devoted to scholar- 
ships for young people from the 
State of Maryland. Provision is 
mode for others to become the 
beneficiaries im case the entire in- 
come is not needed by Maryland 
students. 


The Anna Fisher Scholarships (1953). 
The income of a fund of $25,000, 
established by the Iate Miss Anna 
Fisher, of Huntingdon, Pa., is desig- 
nated for the assistance of students 
according to a preferential rating: 
first, to members of the United 
Presbyterion Church in the United 
States af America, especially resi- 
dents of Huntingdon or vicinity; 
second, to students wha expect to 
engage in religious work; and third, 
other students at the discretion of 
the President of the College. 


Rebecca Shank Funk Scholarship 
(1943). As a memorial to her grand- 
mother, Rebecca Shonk Funk, Miss 
Rello Oller ‘20 of Waynesboro, Pa., 
has provided an annual amount of 
$500 as a scholarship for music 
students. 


The Henry R. Gibbel Scholarship 
(1934). Through the generosity of 
the late Mrs. Florence B. Gibbel of 
Lititz, Pa., Trustee Emerita of Juni- 
ata Coilege, on annual scholarship 
has been provided as a memorial to 
her husband, the late Henry R. Gib- 
bel, for mony years a member of 
the Board of Trustees and president 
of the board for two years. 


The S,. C. Gnagey Scholarship Fund 
(1965). Vicie Gnagey of Greenville, 
Ohio, widow of the late S. C. Gnag- 
ey ‘05, has contributed $5,000, the 
income from which is to be used as 
a scholarship fund to assist worthy 
young people interested in a Chris- 
tian education, ta be selected by 
the President of the College. 


The Ida R. Gray Scholarships (1945). 
The late H. £&. D. Gray of Waynes- 
boro, Pa., provided scholarships to- 
taling $600 in memory of his wife, 
Ida R. Gray. Preference is given to 
young people from Quincy and 
Washington Townships, Franklin 
County, Pennsylvania. 


The W. P. and Ruth c. Harley 
Scholarship (1962). A fund has been 
established by the late William 
Price Harley ‘11, and his wife, Ruth 
Cunningham Harley ‘27, to provide 
financial assistance to worthy stu- 
dents who have campleted satisfac- 
torily the first year at the College. 


Preference is given ta students pre- 
paring far teaching, the Christian 
ministry, or premedical science. 


The Huntingdon Area High School 
Scholarships. Trustees of the College 
have provided that a scholarship of 
$200 a year for two years shall be 
awdrded annually to a member of 
the graduating class of the Hunt- 
ingdon Area High School.

As a memoriol ta their 
daughter and granddaughter, Bar- 
bara Ann Linton, the parents, Mr.

the grandmothers, the late Mrs. O.

Linton, all of Huntingdon, have con- 
tributed to a fund in excess of $4,- 
000, the income of which is used 
far students majoring in music. 


The Malcolm and Amy Long Minis- 
terial Scholarship Fund (1944). Mr. 
dnd Mrs. Malcolm A. Long, of Bal- 
timore, Md., are contributing to a 
fund, the income of which shall be 
used as scholarships for young men 
preparing for the Christian ministry 
in the Church of the Brethren. Pref- 
erence is given to students from the 
State of Maryland.
